Crop Prospects for 18«T. 


From the- New York World. 


To the commercliil us well as to the general 


public, tbe prospects oi" a very perceptible » 
even umiEUiilly largo increase in tbu wtic:itcrop 
and gcucriU cereal products during the coming 
season, will) a probable diminution in prices pro 
portioned to ibc increased tuipply, will come 
ivlth binocre graUficatioii. 
Tho foundation for 


tliu bUiicmcut IB tbe reasonable certainty of an 
agricultural }Icld in the South coinrncnsiirate 
with the capabilities of her fertile fields, nnd as a 
result of the labor that has been expended upon 
,hcin. The pressing necessities of the Southern 
leoplo have compelled the ubimdonmeitt, for the 
)resunt at least, of the cultivalion of the old 


i tuple productions of their section, such as col- 
on, tobacco and rice, in place oi which cereals 
lave been planted. Tbie will tend to divert to 
he Eastern States the ordinary How of Western 
jreadstuira southwards, and by so much Increase 
J.C supply iii this section. The unonmly tlmt has 
characterized our market during 1SGO—of a de- 
>endence of flour upon ,1 section not h-ss remote 
ban California—will no longer obtain ; nor wi 
.he even greater innrvel .ig.ilu occur, of ficmlit 
^o Liverpool for wheat for rcshlpmcnt to New 
York to supply Noriueiu cotiBurnption. 
The 


giiiu In ccrealB, more particularly in wlic.it, will 
lot tic so immediate as might bo Inferred from a 
superficial glance, since, owing to the unusual 
juckwardnuBs of the present icasoti, tbe proa- 
>eclB of spring wheat ure not encouraging for 
lither an early or a liberal yield. Yet the same 
causes that retard that crop unite to promise a 
most abundant return from the wheat sown in 
he winter, and unless a drought or some other 
unforsccn calamity occurs, the supply of "sum- 
mer Wheat will bo unusually abundant. 


A careful examination of the causes of the 


,rcBunt panicky prices iu Hour shows that, cou- 
ntry to the general impression, It IB noL to be 
In bated to a manin lor speculation, but to the 


net tlmt the United States have been actually 
iXpcriuncltiK "* partial famine as respects the 
iupply ot wheat, and that but lor the litrgc qnan- 
liy scut hither from the I'aeilic coast. New 
Corkers, would to-day be paying f 25, f 30, and 
>robably still higher prices per barrel for Hour, 
:von ol the average brand, il not, below It. Tbe 
ecent rice ai the pi leu of flour, and nil the tmb- 
cqucnt ones that huvc ociMiired, is attributable 
o this scarcity to whci.1, and the fact until now 
ma escaped attention and failed to create alarm 
simply because tho tendency of the times is to 
assign ttic reason for any sudden rise in prices to 
he prevalence or speculation engendered by an 
rruueemablo paper currency. 


But, now that better times,arc nt hand, the 


ong deferred hopci of all sections for a hched- 
ulo of prlctis consistent with the degree of wages, 
and approximating to the intrinsic not the in- 
latcd values of products, will ere long, if not at 
once nnswvrvd, be on the speedy road to reali- 
zation. 


It is a aure indication of the approaching ad- 


jBlmeiilof prices to the actual values of the ar- 
jclcs to which they are affixed, that speculation, 
mrllcularly lot1 a rise, is less frequent than it has 
jccn for a long time past. 
In this connection, 


the recent fall in the price of butter Is very hig- 
ulflamt; and, though one swallow docs not make 
a summer, it is evident from tlic signs of the 
lines that the liclicious values placed upon many 
of the necessaries of life »arc not to ,hold much 
ongcr. Money is becoming scarcer every day; 
ind with the scarcity of work, a* cvlncuil by the 
Jiousands of persons who are seeking employ- 
nent, and the Inability of employers to meet 
he demand for Increased wages, must come a 
depression in the high prices that have obtained 
"or the past four years. 
Happily, this deprea- 


iion in the case of flour, as we have shown, will 
•cstilt not nlone from this cause, but Irom an 
actual increase In the supply .ol wheat.

Railway Stories. 


A paper on "Engine Drivers and Ibeir Ways,1 


in Catacl?* Magazine, contains the followiug 
anecdotes: 
UI have alluded to a driver's coolness and reao 


lution In an accident, but no chronicle ever boa 
or ever will be written which will tell one tithe 
of the accldeuta which tho courage aud presence 
of iiiiud of those men has averted. A railway 
ran over A rivet —indeed, it might bo colled an 
artu of tbe sea ; as it was tho inlet to an Import- 
ant harbor, provision was obliged to bo made for 
tho shipping* and so the piece of line which 
crossed tbe water, at a height of seventy-flre feet, 
was, lu fact, a bridge, which swung round when 
large vcueta had to pass. 1 need lurdly say that 
such a point was carefully guarded. At each eud, 
at a filling distance, a man was placed spccUlly 
to indicate whether tho bridge was open or shut. 
One day, aa the express was tearing along on its 
up journey, the driver received the usual 'all 
right* signal; bat to bis horror, ou coming in 
full sight ol the bridge, he found It was wide 
open, and ft gulf of-fatal depth yawning before 
him. lie souuded his brake-whistle, that deep- 
toned scream which signals the guard, aud he 
and his fireman held on, as bclore described, to 
the brake and regulator. Tho speed of the train 
was, of course, checked ; but so short was tho 
interval, so great had been the impetus, that it 
seemed almost impossible to prevent the wholt 
train from going over into the chasm. Ilnd tbe 
rails been in the least degree slippery, nuy ofihs 
brakes out of order, or the driver less determin- 
ed, ttiere would theu have occurred the most 
fearful railway accident ever known in England; 
but by dint of quick decision and cool courage 
the danger was averted ; the train was brought 
to a standstill when the butlers of the engiuo'ab- 
solutely and literally overhung the chasm. Three 
yards more, and a different result might have 
had1 to be chronicled. 


'Some or my readers may remember an inci- 


dent iu railway history which dates buck to our 
first great Exhibition. I mention it here for its 
singularity, and for my having known the driver 
whose coolness was so marked, lu ascending a 
very long gradient, the hindmost carriage* of the 
train snapped their couplings when at the top ; 
the engine rattled on with the remainder, while 
these Tan down the slope, which was several 
miles in length, with a velocity which of course 
incraifeed every moment. 
To make matters 


worse, the tralu next on tbe same lino was com- 
wativcly close behind, and, in fact, aiiortfy came 
n sight. The driver of this second train, a 
watchful and experienced hand,saw the carriages 
rushing towards him, and divined that they were 
on tho same Hue. if he continued steaming ou, 
ol course, in a couple of minutes he would come 
Into direct collision with them, while, on the 
other hand, if be ran back, the carriages would 
probably gather such way, that they would leap 
Irom the bank. So, with great presence of mind, 
ind woudutful judgment of speed, hut an back 
at a pace not quite as fast as the carriages were 
ipproaclihig, so that eventually they overtook 
him, and struck bis moving engine a blow that 
was bcarcely more perceptible than the jar UBual- 
iy communicated by coupling on a fresh carriage. 
When this was clone, all the rest wag easy; be 
resumed his down journey, and pushed tbu 
"rlghtcncd passengers safely before him until they 
reclied their destination, where the oiliciula, as 
imy be readily supposed, were In a state of frantic 
lespairat the lovs of half the train.
